LORD ROSEBERY AND FRANCE. 
AN AUSTRALIAN OPINION, 

The belligerent tone of Lord Rosebary’s 
speech at Shofidld acema to possess, 0 
inconsiderable. significance. Not knowing 
the atmosphérs In which the references
